LONDON, May •-!">.—Tho jury in tho 


Wilile i;a=e rendered a verdict of Hiiilty. 


During tlie addrosa of .Instico Willa to 


tho jury the foreman asked whether, in 
viow of the intimacy hoU-eon Lord Al- 
fred I)ouyla39 and Alfred Wood, one of 
Iho men whose name has boon so promi- 
nent in tlie case, if a warrant for Lord 
Alfred's arrest had ever been issued. 
Thejnd^e replied that lie thought not. 
Tho foreman then asked if it had ever 
been thought of. To this tho judge re- 
plied thai lie could not say. 
I lo added 


that thu suspicion that Lord Alfred 
Douglass would bo spared if 
found 


guilty, simply because he was Lord Al- 
fred DoUKlnsa, was a wild idea and a 
matter which they could not discuss. 
The present inquiry was as to whether 
the man in tho do'ck was «uilty of im- 
moriil pr;u-t;res with certain other men. 


Tlio jury ionnil Wildi'BUilty on all tho 


counts, inclmliiiK the chaise with refer- 
ence to pei'ions unknown, who were also 
loiinil miiltv. Thia probably refers to 
the Savoy 'hold evidence, to which 
place Wiide was accused of taluni:

Tlio silonco which prevailed 
throughout the courtroom was really 
painful as .Instico Wills ordered that 
Alfred Taylor should ho also summoned 
before him. Then with a voice trem- 
blini! with emotion, the Justice Bind: 
"1 never before had such a case as 


this to deal with. Two such men as you 
aro by tlie nature of your crimo lost to 
nil sense of rcmorso lor what you have 
done. To think that you, Taylor, should 
be the keeper ol a male brothel, and 
that you, Wildo, aiuanof culture,should 
bo such a pcrverter ol youilK men. i horo 
13 no iloubt but that the verdict is a just 
ono, and 1 f hall give yon tho full penalty 
allowed by law, and 1 only regret that It 
is not mote fevoro.
